of his Pleaſure and neceſſary Commandment. not onely to ad noniſh and require all his loving Subjects 


to fo: bear to Reſort, tor this time, to the ſaid Mart or Fair keptat Boſton aforeſaid, or to any other Fair * 
or Fairs in the-faid County of Lincoly; But alſo to enjoyn the Lord or Lords of the (aid Fair, or. others 
intereſted therein, that rhey all torbear to hold the faid Fair, or any thing appertaining thereunto, at: 
the time accuſtomed, or at any other time, till-by Gods goodnels and mercy the InfeHion of the 
Plague ſhall ceaſe, or be ſo much diminiſh*d, that His Mazeſty ſhall give Order for ho'dins them, up- 
on pain of ſuch Puniſhmenr, as for a Contempt, ſo much concerning the general Satery ot-His Peop'e. 
they ſhall be adjadged to deſ=rve, which they muſt expect to be Inflited with all ſeverity. And to that 
purpole, doth hereby further charge and enjoyn (underthe like Penalty ) all Citizens and lnhabicants 
of the Cities of London and WWeftmm'ter, That none of them ſhall repair unto any Fairs, held within 
any part of this Kingdom, until it ſhall pleaſe God to ceaſe the InfeHion till continuing amongſt 
them, Hig Majeſties Intention being, and fo hereby Declaring Himſclf, That no Lord of any Fair, 
or others intereſted 1n the Profits thereof, ſhall, by this neceſſary and temporary Reftraine, receive any 
prejudice 1n the right of his or their Fairs, or Lib-rties thereunto belonging ; any thing before-mentioned 
norwithſtanding. Giwen at Our Court at Oxtord, the Tenth Day of November, in the Seventeenth
